Raid’s message: There’s no 
hiding place for terrorists

The message behind yesterday’s 
strike was twofold: that the PLO is 
not immune to Israeli military reac- 
tion, no matter where it decides to 
locate its headquarters; and that the 
diplomatic process is not linked to 
Israel's on-going war against terror. 

According to senior government 
officials, the fact that Jordan's King 
Hussein was in Washington at the 
time of the raid “did not hinder our 
planning, but actually enhanced it.” 
The message, according to these 
sources, was that Israel would react 
with pm point accuracy against any 
terrorist threat, regardless of objec- 
tive factors that would indicate that 
action by Israel is impossible. 

“Our war against terror knows 
neither boundaries nor conventional 
restraints of diplomacy” The Jeru- 
salem Post was told, “and that 
should now be crystal clear to those 
who thought otherwise." 

.The strike against the PLO head- 
quarters in Tunisia was said to have 


been the brainchild of Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin. One of the 
main problems facing military plan- 
ners was the distance between Israel 
and Hamm am Plage - a 4,800- 
kilometre round trip. 

They had to take into account not 
only refuelling problems, and poten- 
tial harassment from countries like 
Libya, but also technical difficulties 
with one or more of the aircraft 
involved. 

According to foreign sources, 
Israel used F-16 single-engined fight- 
ers for the attack. 

While the targets in yesterday’s 
raid were further than the Iraqi nuc- 
lear reactor destroyed in 1981, milit- 
ary experts yesterday said that the 
operation against Arafat’s Tunisian 
headquarters was less comolicated. 

Israel, again according to foreign 
sources, has had an aerial refuelling 
capability for several years, having 
converted Boeing 707 transport air-

Peres to tiy to salvage 
peace moves in U.S.

Prime Minister Shimon Peres will 
try during his visit to Washington 
later this month to repair the damage 
to peace prospects caused by yester- 
day's IAF raid on the PLO head- 
quarters in Tunisia. 

Highly-placed Israeli sources said 
last night they could hardly hope for 
Egypt to lift its suspension of the 
Taba talks m the fortnight before 
Peres’s trip to Washington. Nor was 
there much likelihood of movement 
on King Hussein’s initiative in the 
immediate aftermath of the bombing 
raid. 

They said that Peres, in his talks in 
Washington, might be able to rein- 
ject into the diplomatic processes the 
momentum that yesterday's raid had 
inevitably reduced. 

Some observers felt foe impact of 
the raid, at home and abroad, might 
actually enhance premier Peres’s 
ability to be forthcoming on peace 
issues, vis-a-vis both Egypt and Jor- 
dan. These observers argued that the 
IAF action would almost certainly 
improve foe domestic standing of 
Peres, Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin, and their Labour Party. 

But there was real concern in 
some government circles in Jeru- 
salem that foe adverse fall-out from 
yesterday’s raid might be heavier 
and more sustained than Peres and 
Rabin had anticipated. There were 
fears expressed that Egypt’s suspen- 
sion of foe Taba talks might not be 
short-lived, and that King Hussein 
would be constrained to stand in 
even closer solidarity with PLO chief 
Yasser Arafat. 


These concerns were expressed 
particularly by sources close to Ezer 
Weizman (Aiignment-Yahad), the 
one minister who opposed the 
bombing raid when the ‘inner 
cabinet' was asked to vote on it last 
Wednesday night 

Weizman agreed with his fellow- 
ministers that the murderous attack 
on foe Israeli yacht in Larnaca har- 
bour earlier that day was foe ‘last 
straw 1 in terms of Israel's capacity to 
suffer terror outrages without re- 
sponding. 

At a preliminary negotiation in 
Cairo on Thursday, it was decided to 
begin work on a document of 
arbitration - an advance which had 
long eluded Weizman and other 
Alignment ministers. Now this adv- 
ance has been frozen - a develop- 
ment which, say the sources close to 
Weizman, will please only the 
Likud. 

The Likud opposes arbitration on 
foe Taba border dispute, and insists 
instead on foe process of concilia- 
tion. The Cairo talks were to reex- 
amine the possibility of conciliation, 
and also search for ‘alternative solu- 
tions’ to Taba. 

In one immediate move to try and 
ease concern in Jordan following the 
IAF action, Peres made a point of 
distinguishing yesterday between 
Tunis ia, which gave the PLO a free 
band on its soil, and Jordan which, 
he said, prevented terrorist attacks 
from being launched from its terri- 
tory. Peres spoke to high-schoolers 
inSderot. 

Earlier, Rabin had told a ques- 
tioner that no PLO terrorist HQ

EEC, Arabs and non-aligned express anger over raid 


Anger and condemnation fol- 
lowed news of Israel's raid, with 
particularly strong comments com- 
ing from Arab capitals and the Euro- 
pean Community. 

Egyptian President Hosni Mubar- 
ak condemned the attack but said he 
would continue to support U.S.- 
backed efforts aimed at a lasting 
Arab-Israeli peace. 

After a two-hour meeting with 
aides and ministers, he said Egypt 
condemned “any form of terror- 
ism." 

He expressed “deep sorrow that 


Israel, which talks about peace, 
actually goes to another country to 
kill Palestinians." 

Earlier, the Foreign Ministry said 
Egypt would not meet Israeli offi- 
cials as planned this week to discuss 
Taba. 

But Mnbarak’s reaction indicated 
Egypt would not take tougher ac- 
tion. Ue said: “Does Israel truly 
want peace? We ate serious about 
peace.. .we are still with peace.” 

Mubarak also said foe raid indi- 
cated that Israel “is a state that does 
not really want peace. That is dear." 


But when he was directly asked 
whether he contemplated any action 
other than condemning the air raid, 
Mubarak said: 

“I don’t convulse. I want to think 
logically, and I can't declare what I 
think about it. Let’s leave that to 
circumstances." 

A statement by Egyptian Foreign 
Minister Exmat Abdel-Meguid said 
Mubarak has sent a message to Pres- 
ident Ronald Reagan “regarding the 
Israeli aggression.” 

Abdel-Meguid’s statement said 
foe action not only violated Tunisian 



2 Soviet hostages reported 
killed by Lebanese captors 


BEIRUT (AP). - Two’ kidnapped 
Soviet Embassy personnel were re- 
ported killed by their captors yester- 
day in revenge for a bloody offensive 
by Syrian-backed militias against 
Moslem fundamentalists in Tripoli. 
But official Lebanese sources said 
they are still alive. 

An anonymous caller purporting 
to represent foe kidnappers, be- 
lieved to be Moslem fundamental- 
ists, claimed in a telephone call to a 
western news agency that two of four 
Soviets abducted Monday have been 
“executed.” 

However, no bodies have turned 
up. Hospitals that were checked said 
they had no bodies of foreigners in 
their morgues. 

The caller, who said be spoke for 
foe Shi'ite Moslem Islamic Jihad 
(Holy War), identified the pair as 


the commercial attache and embassy 
doctor. 

When foe Soviets were kidnapped 
by pistol-firing gunmen Monday, 
police identified foe attache as Oleg 
Spirin and foe physician as Nicolai 
Versky. 

The caller said: “We have ex- 
ecuted foe Soviet commercial 
attache and the doctor. Our de- 
mands still stand. We are not going 
to execute any more today.” 

However, Lebanese intelligence 
sources said none of the Soviets has 
been killed. 

The sources said Lebanese intelli- 
gence knows where foe Soviets are 
being held in West Beirut. 

They said two are held by the 
radical Shi’ite Hezbollah, or Party of 
God, and foe other pair by Islamic

G unmen kill three SLA soldiers

The gunmen escaped on foot. An 
RPG launcher was found in foe 
blood-stained interior of the car.

The statement was endorsed by 
Spain and Portugal, who are due to 
enter foe community next year. 

It added that, “while condemning 
at foe same time acts of terrorism 
committed against Israeli citizens, 
foeministers do not believe that they 
justify such action.” 

It said they hoped this new escala- 
tion of violence will not compromise 
efforts being made to achieve a 
peaceful solution to the Arab-Israeli 
conflict.” 

The French External Affairs 
Ministry issued a statement in Paris 
saying the government condemned 
the Israeli operation “on the terri- 
tory of a sovereign state, a peaceful 
one and a friend of France.” Such an

Hope ofa breakthrough in battle against Aids

' Weizmann Institute researchers 
have isolated and synthesized a hor- 
mone they believe could yield a 
breakthrough in the treatment of 
Aids and other immunological dis- 


eases. But since Israel lacks a suffi- 
cient number of Aids victims, clinic- 
al testing wifi have to be done 
abroad. 

The breakthrough discovery is a 
hormone found naturally in minute" 
quantities in foe thymus gland. Cal- 
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led THF (thymus humoral factor), 
its link with immunological proces- 
ses was uncovered over foe past 20 
years at Weizmann by Prof. Natan 
Treinin, a cancer researcher in the 
cellular biology department. He was 
joined some seven years ago by Prof. 
Ytgal Borstein, of the organic che- 
mistry department, who synthesized 
THF half a year ago. 

“It’s too early to say how this 
revolutionary approach will de- 
velop," Borstein lo\d The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday. "Since 1975, organic 
THF has been administered in about 
TOO cases in Israel, including two 
Aids (acquired immune deficiency 
syndrome) cases, with generally 
positive results. But no controlled 
study has bees made. ” 

With regard to the two Aids cases, 
Borstein noted that one victim, a 
20-year-old male, had made a partial 
recovery of his immune defences, 
“foe first such case known.” The 
second victim, as older man in foe 


later stages of the illness, showed 
some improvement but later died. 

“The youth was in the early stages 
of Aids,” said Borstein, “which he 
had acquired from blood received 
from abroad to treat hemophilia. He 
was given biologic THF, not the 
synthetic land, and recovered suffi- 
ciently to leave (Beilinson) hospital. 
The older patient came back to 
Israel from the U.S., where he had 
acquired Aids, but was is the final 
stages of the disease. After treat- 
mentwith biologic THF, his immune 
system improved slightly,- but he 
. di ed fro m complications.” 

THF seems to offer hope for an 
eventual cure for Aids. Borstein 
• noted that “foe youth’s was the first 
Aids case stopped by external treat- 
ment.” 

Synthetic THF is the break- 
through that can now be tested, 
probably in foe U.S. Borstein said 
negotiations are under way with

60 said killed, 100 injured; 
Arafat’s home hit, he escapes

“ Key buildings in the Palestine 
Liberation Organization head- 
quarters in Tunisia were des- 
troyed, and about 60 people 
were killed in the air raid 
mounted by the Israel Air Force 
yesterday. It was the furthest the 
IAF had ever flown on a bomb- 
ing raid. 

PLO chairman Yasser Arafat 
was not in bis office as sche- 
duled, and escaped injury. The 
damage and casualties were con- 
firmed by a PLO spokesman. 

Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
said foe air raid was in response to 
acts of terror by the PLO which were 
intended to undermine prospects for 
peace in the region. The raid follows 
an upsurge in PLO terror culminat- 
ing in the murder last week of three 
Israelis vacationing in Cyprus. 

The IDF spokesman said all the 
Israeli planes returned safely from 
foe 4,800-kilometre round trip raid. 

PLO sources in Tunis said eight 
IAF F-16s were employed, hitting 
foe headquarters in a six-minute 
strike of surgical precision. 

Jordan Television reported last 
night that foe head of Force 17, 
Moh amm ed Natour (Abu Taef), 


and other top PLO men were killed 
in the raid. - 

A PLO spokesman said about 60 
people, including “many” Tuni- 
sians. were killed in tbe raid on foe 
beachside suburb of Hammam 
Plage, 20 kilometres south of Thins. 
Another 100 were said to be injured. 

The 10 a.m. raid destroyed Ara- 
fat’s secret residence near foe com- 
plex. He was not in the building but 
many of his guards, including Tuni- 
sians. were understood to have been 
killed there. 

Other buildings razed included 
tbe PLO’s political headquarters, 
administrative offices and surround- 
ing homes, mostly, residences of 
PLO officials. The only target which 
appeared to have been missed was 
the PLO's telecommunications 
headquarters, alongside which there 
was a large crater, according to an 
AP report. 

Israel decided to hit the top- 
ranking planners and organizers of 
terrorist acts at Yasser Arafat's PLO 
headquarters, rather than strike at 
the perpetrators and low and 
middle-level echelons. Defence 
Minister Yi tzhak Rabin told a press 
conference in Tel Aviv following the 
raid. 

“We have shown foe terrorist 
groups and the world that there is no 
place where terrorist organizations 


can be immune to blows from our 
forces. The long arm of the IDF can 
reach wherever terrorist forces are 
deployed,” said Rabin. 

The defence minister noted that in 
the past six to eight months there has 
been an increased effort by the PLO. 
especially that pan of the organiza- 
tion headed by Arafat, to cany out 
terror acts against Israeli targets, 
from the sea. in the territories under 
Israeli control, from the north and 
also against innocent Israelis travell- 
ing abroad, such as the recent cold- 
blooded murders in Larnaca. 

“Israel will not tolerate." he said, 
“acts of terror by Arafat's PLO 
which are initiated to undermine the 
prospects for peace in the region." 

Rabin dismissed as “total non- 
sense” suggestions that the attack 
was aimed at torpedoeing the peace 
process. “If there is one thing that 
damages the peace process it is the 
terrorist activities of the PLO under 
Arafat." he said. 

“No one should assume that Israel 
will sit idly by while terror acts are 
perpetrated against its citizens.” 
warned the minister. This was the 
only purpose of the attack against 
the PLO headquarters, said Rabin, 
stressing that Israel had nothing 
against Tunisia. But the PLO could 
not buy immunity by locating itself in

U.S. calls air attack self-defence

WASHINGTON. - The Reagan 
administration yesterday appeared 
to condone Israel’s aerial strike 
against PLO headquarters in Tuni- 
sia. 

President Reagan said yesterday 
that Israel’s strike was a justified 
retaliation against terrorists. 

Asked whether that meant the 
Israelis had the right to retaliate by 
bombing a PLO headquarters in 
Tunisia. when three Israelis were 
slain by terrorists in Cyprus, foe 
president said the raid was justified 
“as long as you pick our foe people 
responsible." 

When asked whether the Israelis 
did in fact pick out the “right peo- 


ple,” he said. “I’ve always had great 
faith in their intelligence." 

A carefully drafted statement 
issued by the White House and the 
State Department said that, as “a 
matter of U.S. policy, retaliation 
against terrorist attacks is a legiti- 
mate response and an expression of 
self-defence.” 

The statement, first read to repor- 
ters by White House spokesman 
Larry Speakes, added: “From the 
preliminary reports available to us, 
.this appears to be what was involved 
in this case.” 

But he added: “We are distressed 
by and deplore foe cycle of violence 
in tbe Middle East, of which this 
latest incident is part. It underscores 
the urgent need to work for peace in 


the Middle East.” 

Speakes and other administration 
officials said the U.S. had not been 
notified by Israel in advance of the 
attack. The Pentagon flatly denied a 
Libyan report that the Israeli planes 
had refuelled aboard an American 
aircraft carrier in the Mediterra- 
nean. 

State Department spokesman 
Charles Redman said: “We were not 
informed in advance and we're not 
involved in any way." 

He said the U.S. understanding 
was that the Israeli attack “was not 
intended as an offensive act against 
Tunisia.” It was instead “a retalia- 
tion against the PLO." he added.

Israel Radio subsequently notified 
Gush Emunim that the ad's text 
would have to be strictly commercial 
and non-political. 

Gush Emunim appealed to the 
High Court and won an interim 
injunction. 


Meanwhile, the matter was com- 
plicated by Peace Now, which 
wanted its own commercial urging 
people not to go to Eli, but to stay 
behind the Green Line. Peace Now 
also appealed to the High Court but 
later withdrew the appeal. 


All three parties concerned were 
given until this week to sort out their 
differences.

Prime Minister Shimon Peres 
yesterday called for the abolition of 
workers* study funds (keren hishtal- 
mut) as part of a far-reaching cam- 
paign to eliminate bureaucracy and 
reform public services. 

Peres said employers can instead 
! pay workers the 5 to 7 per cent 
! deducted from salaries for such 
funds, “allowing the workers to de- 
ride what to do with the money." 

In a sharp reaction, a Histadrut 
spokesman said the unions would 
not agree to the one-sided abolition 
of the funds which axe part of the 
agreement between themselves and 
the employers. 

Speaking to Labour Party veter- 
ans, Peres promised that pensioners' 
savings and pension funds would not 
be harmed. However, in answer to 
demands for compensation for the 
erosion of income, Peres said that at 
present there are weightier problems 
at hand, concerning peace and wax. 

Noting that inflation in the past 
seven to eight years stymied econo- 
mic growth and tripled the number 
of families below the poverty line, 
Peres stated that if inflation cannot 
be stopped it will destroy the already 
weakened level of equality in Israeil 
society. 

While the government is trying to 
find employment for some 40,000 
unemployed, there are 18,000 fore- 
ign workers - 8,000 of them without 


Government pumped IS3.6b. 
into economy in September

The government injected IS3.6 
billion into the economy last month 
and has absorbed from die public 
some IS211b. or S140 million, since 
the start of the economic plan on 
July 1, the Treasury and Bank of 
Israel announced yesterday. 

But the government figures do not 
include the approximately $150m. 
pumped into the economy since July 
1 by the Bank of Israel, not formally 
part of the public sector, to support 
high interest rates. 

The central bank pays high in- 
terest to the commercial banks on 
their deposits in its vaults and - to 
restrain credit - charges even higher 
rates for its loans to them. Bnt since 
the public's assets have increased, 
the commercial banks have not bad 
to borrow from the central bank, and 
instead have been able to deposit 


large sums in it. 

The Treasury last month printed 
some IS23.7b. But this figure was 
offset by the absorption of some 
IS2G.3b. 

The Treasury noted that during 
the second quarter of the fiscal year 
government spending dropped by 
some 13 per cent compared with the 
preceding quarter. 

The Bank of Israel also 
announced yesterday that foreign 
currency reserves at the end of 
September totalled $2. 423b., 
$462m. more than at the end of 
August. The increase follows the 
transfer of a S750m. grant in 
emergency aid by the U.S. 

The government used part of the 
grant to repay short-term debts, 
which largely 'explains the difference 
between the amount of the grant and 
the increase in foe reserves, banking 
sources noted. 


Most pensioners redeem bank shares

The deadline for pensioners to 
give instructions regarding their 
soon-to-be-redeemed bank shares 
passed yesterday amid a welter of 
last-minute activity in commercial 
banks. 


Unofficial reports last night spoke 
of 96 to 98 per cent of all eligible 
pensioners as having instructed their 
banks to redeem the bank shares on 
October 31, while some 40 per cent 
of these reinvested the money in 
one of the three special Treasury 
schemes. 


In addition to those signing for 
Treasury schemes, it is believed that 
at least 10 per cent of the total will be 
drawn by kibbutzim and private cus- 
tomers who need the money. The 
fate of the remaining 40 to 50 per 
cent will be decided this month and it 
may be expected that the banks and 
the Treaury will try to get it recycled 
through savings and provident 
schemes. 

Meanwhile, the stock exchange is 
already in the throes of a boom in 
both foe share and bond market in 
expectation of the arrival of at least 
part of foe $700 million worth of 
bank shares due for redemption.

Using natural THF, be said, it takes 
about a million grams of thymus to 
yield two millionths of a gram of 
organic THF. Now scientists can 
synthesize unlimited quantities of 
THF in' the laboratory. 

“ We used organic THF on about 
100 children suffering from imm une 
deficiencies over the past 10 years, 
with generally positive results," Bor- 
stein notes. “But because of the vast 
quantities of natural thymus re- 
quired, we could only use the ex- 
tracted THF to put out fires.” 

Now that the use of THF to treat 
Aids has become known (as re- 
ported in The Post on September 13, 
1985), Berstein hopes foe publicity 
will lead to further research in Israel . 
To this end, the Weizmann resear- 
chers have applied to the Health 
Ministry for a licence to test synthe- 
tic THF. 

The first success m treating Aids 
with THF was indeed a major step 
forward, says Borstein. “One case is 
very hopeful, but so/far it is only one 
case.”

working permits - in Israel, as well as 
some 90.000 Arab workers from foe 
administered territories, because 
Jews are not prepared to do foe work 
they do, Peres said. 

Peres said several huge bureaucra-

. A citizen has to go through some 
35 institutions to get a building per- 
mit and this must change, he said. 
Some one million people live in 
Amidar and Amigur-owned houses, 
for which they pay symbolic rent. 

“I have suggested to Housing 
Minister David Levy to give foe fiats 
free of charge to foe tenants, on 
condition that when they sell them, 
they must give 50 per ant of the 
price to foe government. This would 
eliminate two large administra- 
tions,” he said. 

A reform is necessary in the health 
system as well, which is getting more 
expensive and will demand higher 
fees, he said, stressing the need for 
preventive action . Much of the social 
services could also be streamlined if 
preventive action could be taken, he 
said. 

Workers’ , transportation could be 
stopped, be said. The workers 
should be paid directly, then decide 
whether they want to take a bus or 
ride a bicycle to work, he said. 

Peres said a change is needed in 
society and in foe Labour Party, 
which must open up if it is to include 
the younger generation and meet its 
expectations.

There was general support for the 
bombing of the FLO headquarters in 
Tunis from most parts of foe political 
spectrum yesterday. 

Vocal opposition came from 
Mapam, Democratic Front for 
Peace and Equality (Communists), 
Progressive List for Peace and 
Citizens Rights Movement (CRM). 

Strong support was voiced by 
Herat and Tehiya. 

-Health Minister Mordechai Gur 
took foe Egyptians severely to task 
for suspending talks with Israel be- 
cause of foe raid. 

“There is no justification on earth 
foT that. "What do foe Egyptians 
flunk - that while we talk we shall let 
tenor and murder run rampant?” 
Gur asked. 


The raid, he argued, also included 
a message for King Hussein of Jor- 
dan: “We will seek every opportun- 
ity to make peace, but we will not 
agree to allow terrorists to run wild 


- and sow death and destruction. If he 
truly seeks peace . he should not play 
host to tenor headquarters in Am- 
man.” 

Herat's Moshe Arens, who is 
acting foreign minister, said foe raid 
“underscores Israel’s determination 
to do battle with terror with all its 
might, and with no let up, until we 
ore victorious. We had no intention 
or desire to hit at Tunis or harm foe 
Tunisians, but we bad no other 
choice because of foe haven awarded 
by the Tunisians to foe terrorists.” 

Herat issued an official reaction 
congratulating the prime -minister 
and defence minister for the military 
action “demonstrating Israel’s, re- 
solve to hit the terrorists wherever 
they be. The action demonstrated to 
the murderers that Israel’s long arm 
will reach them everywhere.” 

Tehiya's MK Rabbi EHezer Wald- 
man reacted similarly but added that 
the same punishment should also be 
meted out on the tenor bases in 
Amman. 


Tehiya’s Geula Cohen also con- 
gratulated Peres “for bis under- 
standing that we must not be deter- 
red from attacking those who would 
destroy us, even if they seek refuge a 
long distance away from us. This is in 
distinct contrast to his opposition to 
Israel's destruction of the threaten- 
ing Iraqi nudear reactor in 1981.” 

Cohen also called on the Knesset 
to take measures against the Prog- 
ressive List’s MK Matti Peled, whom 
she labelled “a PLO agent." 

The only way to have dealings 
with the PLO is not through Peled's 


visit to its headquarters in Tunis, but 
through the airforce bombers visit to 
those same headquarters," she said. 

Peled's reaction to the Tunis raid, 
which aroused Cohen's attack on 
him, was that “it sabotages peace.” 

“This government seems to be 
doing its utmost to sabotage every 
possible chance for peace. It should 
know that not all its means are 
justified." Peled had several months 


ago visited the same PLO headquar- 
ters which were hit yesterday. 

A similar reaction came from 
Citizens Rights Movements MK 
Yossi Sand and Ran Cohen, who 
termed the military action “a bad 
error, which does harm to peace 
efforts underway now. Terror 
should be battled but not in this 
way." 

MK Eliezer Granot. the Mapam 
secretary-general, described the^ 
attack as' a blow to the Middle East * 
peace process. He said that to attack 
the territory of a country with which 
Israel is not at war was to give 
political ammunition to the rejection 
front for use against moderate Arab 
countries. 

The only minister to express re- 
servations about the attack was 
Minister without Portfolio .Ezer 
Weizmann. This gave rise to spe- 
culation about differences between 
him and Peres over the Middle East 
peace process.

This U.S. reaction was in sharp 
contrast to foe public condemnation 
of foe 1981 Israeli air strike against 
the Iraqi nuclear reactor outside 
Baghdad. After that attack, foe 
administration temporarily sus- 
pended fighter aircraft deliveries to 
Israel. 

‘Administration officials at foe 
highest levels spent much of yester- 
day morning carefully considering 
an appropriate U.S. response to the 
attack against the PLO base. UntD- 
foe White House statement, U.S. 
spokesmen refused to comment on 
the attack. 

Speakes, at the White House, ex- 
pressed hope that the incident would 
not derail current efforts to promote 
the Arab-Israeli peace process. 

At the State Deportment, Red- 
man said the U.S. continues “to 


work on the peace process and hopes 
that headway can be made." He said 
the U.S. was not moving alone. 
“There are other actors in foe region 
who have continued to work with 
us,” he said.

They said there had been exten- 
sive diplomatic exchanges with 
Israel as well as with the Arab coun- 
tries. 

Speakes said: “We would certain- 
ly hope that it (the air strike) would 
have no impact on potential progress 
in foe area of foe Middle East peace 
process.” 

Hussein spent much of yesterday 
in the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives seeking to win support for 
the administration’s just-announced 
arms sale to Jordan. Vice President 
George Bush, in an unusual gesture, 
personally escorted Hussein to Capi- 
tol Hill and then introduced him 
during the closed-door meetings- 
The tog is due to leave Washington 
today for London. 

At the White House, Speakes, 
while deploring foe “cycle of vio- 
lence,” made dear that the initial 
terrorist attacks by the PLO were the 
primary cause.

Rabin described the terrorist com- 
pound at Haman Plage as “ex- 
traterritorial" being tinder complete 
terrorist control. The specific targets 
within the compound were those 
sections dealing with terror plans 
and organization. “We did not 
attack Tunisians,” stressed the de- 
fence minister. 

Rabin, however, delivered a 
veiled threat against Jordan. Re- 
sponding to a question why the IDF 
had. not hit PLO headquarters in 
Amman , Rabin admitted that the 
PLO planned and organized terror- 
ist acts both in Tunisia and Jordan. 
“We have decided to act now against 
the terrorist headquarters in Tuni- 
sia. I wouldn't go beyond that," he 
said laconically. 

Describing the raid. Chief of the 
. General Staff Rav-Aluf Moshe Levy 
told the press conference that preci- 
sion bombing was called for since the 
terrorist headquarters was situated 
close to Tunisian civilians. There 
was also a school nearby. 

Levy said that even though the 
terrorists were ready and prepared 
for an IDF strike following the Lar- 
naca murders, the IAF managed to 
catch them in certain respects by 
surprise. This was due to good in- 
telligence work as. well as the Air 
Force. 

Asked whether Yasser Arafat was 
a target. Levy replied, “we knew 
that he was in Tunisia.” 

The head of the Air Fora, Aluf 
Amos Lapidot, said that all the 
targets were hit and destroyed.

The Kuwait news agency Kuna 
said one shattered building was Ara- 
fat's command post but Arafat sur- 
vived because of “sixth sense.” 

Quoting sources close to Arafat. 
Kuna said he was driving to PLO 
headquarters from Morocco early 
yesterday morning but told his driver 
to go instead to the headquarters of 
his deputy. Khalil Wazir, near Mar- 
sa. northern Tunisia. . 

The PLO communique said the 
Israeli target was the “personal 
domicile of Arafat”, indicating that 
foe PLO itself artainly thought the 
attack was an attempt on his life.

craft for this purpose. The Amer- 
icans had previously refused to give 
Israel strategic refuelling capability. 

According to published data, the 
range of an F-16 is slightly over 500 
nautical miles. 

Only five buildings in the PLO 
complex were singled out for 'des- 
truction. 

Among the buildings destroyed 
was the operational headquarters of 
Force 17, the PLO’s elite commando 
unit named after foe internal tele- 
phone number in foe group’s offices 
at the former PLO headquarters in 
Beirut. 

While Force 17 was clearly behind 
foe three infiltration attempts into 
Israel in foe last week of August (all 
of which were intercepted before 
they could cross foe border) it is still 
not clear that the unit was behind the 
Lamaca murders. 

The main target of foe Israeli 
aircraft, however, was not Force 17, 
but the headquarters of Arafat him- 
self. They were levelled in the 
attack. 

“The raid was not directed against 
Force 17, but against Arafat,” The 
Post was told. The source denied 
that Arafat himself was among the 
raid's intended victims: “It would 


have been self-defeating to turn him 
into a martyr.” 

Tunisia became a major PLO base 
after the expulsion of the PLO from 
Beirut in September 1982. and was 
reinforced after the expulsion from 
Tripoli of Arafat's forces by pro- 
Syrian units of the PLO in December 
1983. 

There are normally several hun- 
dred Palestinians permanently sta- 
tioned at Hammam Plage, a beach 
resort 19 kilometres southeast of 
Tunis. One of foe villas in the com- 
pound is used by Arafat as his home. 


EEC president to meet # 
Arab peace delegation 


LUXEMBOURG (Reuter). - Euro- 
pean Community foreign ministers 
yesterday empowered their presi- 
dent to meet a joint Pales tinian- 
Jordanian peace delegation which 
both the U.S. and Israel have re- 
fused to accept as a negotiating part- 
ner, officials said. 

The decision follows Britain's de- 
cision to invite the delegation, in- 
cluding two leading PLO members, 
to London for talks with Foreian 
Secretary Sir Geoffrey Howe. 


Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
said yesterday that Israel has to be 
ready for military confrontation with 
Syria. 

Speaking at a meeting of infantry 
and para troop officers at Kibbutz 
Shefayim, Rabin said this was foe 
main problem facing the IDF, in 
addition to the war against terror- 
ism. 

“For us, it is preferable for foe 
Syrian army to be divided between 
Syria and Lebanon, instead of being 
concentrated on the Israeli border." 
he said. “It is important to remem- 
ber that foe Syrian army has grown a 
lot since 1973 and in the area around 
Damascus and the Golan Heights, it 
has grown more than ever before." 


Rabin added that Syria could not 
expect to win a war against Israel, on 
its own. 

“We have had wars with the Arab 
states every seven years and we are 
busy with terror exery week,” Rabin 
said. “It is impossible to hide from it. 
We were ready in Lebanon, but 
there is no guarantee that no 
Katyushas will fall on the Galilee.'’ 

Rabin noted that there had been 
an increase m terrorist attacks' in 
population centres in Israel. There 
have been many loot! terrorist 
efforts drawing inspiration from 
Shiite attacks in Lebanon, he said. 
“But there is a difference between 
Lebanon and Israel and we must 
show this to foe terrorists."

In addition, persons coming to the checkpoints 
declared nine Katyusha rockets, 30 RPG rockets; 
43 rifles; 28 pistols; one anti-tank mine: and 44 
hand grenades. All were taken at the checkpoint 
and returned to their owners when they left the 
zone. 

Goksel noted that while they had been sur- 
prised by the presence of Katyushas and anti-tank 
mines in cars, U nifil were used to hand grenades. 
“Many cars in Lebanon cany a grenade in the 
glove compartment," he noted. 

So far there are no reports on renewal of the 
mandate.

Confusion over scheduled cuts in produce and clothing prices 


Herzogs greet thousands 
of immigrants in succa

TEL AVIV, - The first day of what 
was supposed to be reduced prices in 
vegetables, fonts, winter clothing 
and shoes turned out to be a day of 
confusion and continued high prices. 

Produce slated for cuts by the 
Agriculture Ministry included 
Tamar tomatoes, onions, potatoes, 
carrots and lemons. 

The only item in great demand 
was tomatoes. However, the minis- 
try did not order enough to meet the 
demand; thus, when the supply of 
Tamar tomatoes ran out, prices for 
standard tomatoes shot up. 

Spokesman Naphtali Yaniv told 
The Jerusalem Post that the ministry 
ordered 40 tons of Tamar tomatoes -

A row that almost came to blows 
erupted at the Histadrut Teachers 
Union headquarters in Tel Aviv 
yesterday. 

The angry exchange, during a ses- 
sion of the HTU council, came after 
Education Minister Yitzhak Navon 
had stressed the significance of 
quelling the rising tide of intoler- 
ance. 

In a keynote address to the coun- 
cil, Navon elaborated on his 
favourite topic, coexistence and 
democracy. Placing coexistence be- 
tween Jew and Arab and between 
secular arid religious Jews on an 
almost equal footing, Navon said 
that combatting intolerance between 
religious and secular elements in 
society isone of the major challenges 
confronting the education system. 

He made only indirect reference 
to the negative, stereotyped image 
which the Arab has for some Israeli 
youth. For this omission, he was

TEL AVIV. - The affiliation of the 
Maccabi Health Fund (MHF) to 80 
pharmacies, due to start yesterday, 
has been held up by technicalities. 

Some of the pharmacies are new 
and require inspection by a Health 
Ministry inspector. Raphael Roter, 
director-general of MHF. told a 
press conference yesterday. 

This should be completed by to- 
day or tomorrow, he said. 

Roter hoped the affiliated phar- 
macies will save the MHF about S3 
million per year or more. He re- 
vealed that about 25 percent of tbeir 
budget goes to purchase medicines. 

He emphasized they do not plan to 
give their 360,000 members all of 
their medicines through these phar- 
macies. “We only plan to supply 
about 25 per cent of the basic medi- 
cines through them. We do not want 
to become like the other health 
funds with their pharmacies." 

He stated that without affiliated 
pharmacies the fund was vulnerable

Thousands to march 
for Soviet, Syrian Jews

Several thousand Israelis and 
tourists are expected to march from 
Givon and Givat Ze'ev to Jerusalem 
today and tomorrow in support of 
the demands of Soviet and Syrian 
Jewry to come to Israel.

Christian Embassy suffering dissent as annual event opens

As thousands of Christians gather 
in Jerusalem to show their support 
for Israel in the annual Feast of 
Tabernacles celebration, the orga- 
nizers at the Christian Embassy in 
Jerusalem appear torn by dissent. 

The dissent is typified by what one 
observer characterized as the “ex- 
communication” of the entire board 
of directors of the UK branch of the 
embassy. 

There has also been dissension in 
branch organizations in New Zea- 
land, the U.S., Canada and Den- 
mark, while some well-known 
Christian evangelical figures fea- 
tured at similar celebrations in the 
past are boycotting this year’s 
gathering. 

Embassy director Johann Luck- 
hoff said the dissension had been 
caused because the Jerusalem office 
was sticking to its original goal of 


“comforting Zion,” while British 
supporters were more concerned 
with recon riling Jews and Arabs. 

The high staff turnover was under- 
standable, Luckhoff said, in an orga- 
nization which hired many fore- 
igners. 

The Christian Embassy was 
founded in 1980, following an ex- 
odus of foreign embassies from Jeru- 
salem. Composed mainly, but not 
entirely, of evangelical Christians, it 
is founded on the premise that the 
Lord “will bless them who bless" the 
Jewish people. The branch offices 
say they still support the aims of the 
embassy, but they are unhappy ab- 
out what the British branch de- 
scribes as the “authoritarian style of 
leadership.” 

One informed observer noted that 
while many observant Christians 
stay strictly away from politics, the 
embassy had been too often identi-

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60 arrested in German 
protests over neo-Nazis 


FRANKFURT (AP). - Protests in 
seven West German cities against a 
neo-Nazi party meeting led to nearly 
bfl arrests yesterday. 

The disturbances late Monday, 
night and early yesterday followed a 
Frankfurt protest Saturday against 
the neo-Nazi National Democratic 
Party and the death of one of the 
demonstrators. 

Authorities reported disturbances 
in Frankfurt. Hamburg. Berlin, 
Hanover. Goettingen, Brauns- 
chweig and Uelzen. 

Hamburg police reported that 
several dozen protesters marched 
through the streets, setting five fires 
and attacking several buildings late 
Monday. They reported four arrests 
in the disturbances. 

In Berlin, police said people were 
arresled after a silent vigil turned 
violent. They said the protesters 
clashed with police, set small fires 
and threw stones at police cars. 

Four Berlin police officers were 
injured, officials said. 

In Frankfurt, the leftists vowed to 
mass again yesterday after riot police 
blocked them from marching 
through downtown to protest against 
the death of a fellow demonstrator 


during weekend street violence. 

Police said a pirate radio station 
broadcasting in the southwestern 
part of the country called for an 
“armed demonstration'" last night in 
Frankfurt. 

The Frankfurt daily newspaper 
Abendpost said police had found 
leaflets in several West German 
cities vowing to bring “fire and 
flames'* upon Frankfurt. 

7t quoted federal police author- 
ities as warning that violence-prone 
hard-core leftists have “mobilized 
themselves throughout" West Ger- 
many. 

Such groups often travel from all 
over the country to leftist demon- 
strations, wearing black clothes and 
hoods over their heads, and provoke 
dashes with riot police. 


Iraq reports 8th 
raidonKharg 
in eight days 

BAGHDAD (AP). - Iraq 
announced yesterday that its jets 
launched a new “devastating" raid 
on Iran’s Kharg Island oil terminal to 
maintain its pressure on Iranian ex- 
ports. 

A military spokesman said on 
state radio that the jets hit the Kharg 
fadlities "starting new fires in the 
already blazing rubble.” 

The raid on Kharg was the eighth 
in as many days and the 18th since 
August 15. when Iraq vowed to 
destroy the island terminal to dam- 
age Iran's economy and force Iran to 
begin negotiating for peace . 

Iran, which exports some 90 per 
cent of its oil through Kharg, has 
threatened to block the strait of 
Hoimuz to all Gulf oil shipping if its 
exports are halted by the Iraqi 
attacks. 


‘Misleading 9 mystics banned in Indonesia 


JAKARTA (Reuter). -The Indone- 
sian government yesterday banned 
13 mystical sects which officials said 
misled people in this mainly Moslem 
nation. 

The official Antara news agency 
said the sects' leaders had in some 


cases misled people in north Sumat- 
ra by quoting from officially recog- 
nized religions - Islam, Christianity, 
Buddhism and Hinduism. 

Antara said a further 26 mystical 
sects are still allowed in the region.

Gorbachev in France today 
to seek anti-‘Star Wars’ ally 


PARIS (AP). — Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev takes his anti- 
Star Wars campaign directly onto 
Western soil today when he arrives 
in France for a four-day visit , accom- 
panied by Foreign Minister Eduard 
iShevadnadze. 

He will meet three times with 
President Francois Mitterrand who, 
despite his Socialist Party label, has 
taken the hardest fine against the 
Soviets of any French leader in de- 
cades. Mitterrand also, in the tradi- 
tion of Charies de Gaulle, is a fierce- 
ly independent and sometimes diffi- 
cult ally for Washington . 

Analysts say Gorbachev hopes to 
convince the French to take a joint 
stand with Moscow against Reagan's 
Strategic' Defense Initiative, popu- 
larly known as Star Wars. 

The French Government already 
has rejected participation in Star 
Wars research and has come out 
against ‘“the militarization of space.” 

The French say they are well 
aware of Gorbachev's intentions 
but, as one highly placed official 
said, it would be “absurd” to pre- 
tend that the French position on 5DI 
does not exist while Gorbachev is in 
Paris. 

In Geneva, U.S. and Soviet nego- 


tiators held a second extraordinary 
meeting yesterday at which the 
Soviets finished proposing a package 
of drastic new arms control mea- 
sures, the duef Soviet delegate said. 

“It's as balanced as I am, standing 
on my feet. It covers all three areas 
of the discussions,” Viktor Karpov 
told reporters before the U.S. team 
arrived for the meeting at the Soviet 
mission to the UN. 

The meeting between all six prin- 
cipal U.S. aim 'Soviet negotiators, 
headed by Max Kaxnpebnan and 
Karpov, lasted an hour and 15 mi- 
nutes. 

Karpov said the Soviet proposals 
called for cuts in nuclear arsenals “as 
drastic as possible nowadays.”

Botha defends military action 
in Angola fto stop Russians’ 


JOHANNESBURG. - President 
P.W. Botha yesterday defended 
South Africa’s role in Angola with a 
harsh attack on Soviet involvement 
there, saying be -could not stand 
aside while Russians helped Angola 
defeat right-wing Unita guerrillas. 

He neither acknowledged nor de- 
nied an accusation by Angola Mon- 
day that South Africa's air force bad 
attacked its troops. 

He also dismissed a charge by 
another neighbour, Mozambique, 
that South African military chiefs 
had cynically disregarded a non- 
aggression pact between Pretoria 
and Maputo. 

Botha told a meeting of his ruling 
National Party that Unita (National 
Union for the Total Independence of 
Angolh) faced Soviet-made tanks, 
jets and helicopter gnnships. . 

“In the light of all this, the govern- 
ment can hardly sit stilt. If the Rus- 


sians and Cubans succeed, the next 
target will be South-West Africa 
(Namibia)... and South Africa,” he 
said. 

Meanwhile, tens of thousands of 
students boycotted classes yesterday 
when Cape Town's mixed-race 
schools reopened after a nearly 
month-long closure prompted by 
fierce rioting, witnesses said. 

Police fired tear gas and what 
appeared to be live ammunition at 
rock-throwing crowds of high school 
students after a rally by 4,000 youths 
at the University of the Western 
Cape, reporters said. 

Police headquarters in Pretoria 
also reported scattered unrest in 
Cape Town and seven other areas. 
Two blacks were burned to death by 
mobs, while police shot dead a third 
man in a rock-throwing crowd, the 
police report said. (Reuter, AP). 


Afghans, Soviets hit rebels 
in major attack on stronghold 


NEW DELHI (AP). - Soviet and 
■Afghan soldiers jasT week launched^ 
an attack agaiiisrMcstem'guchijM^ ■ 
in northern Afghanistan' in what <fi-‘ 
plomatic sources in New Delhi de- 
scribed yesterday as “one of the 
heaviest days of bombardment in 
recent memory" there. 

The September 24 attack was 
aimed at crushing a large insurgent 
force which had not been driven out 
of the rebel stronghold of Paghman 
during an earlier offensive in mid- 
September, according to the 
sources. 

The assault was carried out by 
helicopter gunships which strafed 
suspected rebel villages in Paghman, 
located northwest of the Afghan 
capital of Kabul. 

The sources also reported that 
insurgents attacked Kabul airport 
September 28 with rockets and 
machine-gun fire, triggering return 
fire by artillery banned by Soviet 
soldiers stationed at the airport. 

Meanwhile, Afghanistan's chief of 
army staff, who Moslem rebels said 
had died in fighting early last week, 
yesterday reported his troops’ suc- 
cesses in a Radio Kabul broadcast.

Czech military jet 
fires rockets at 
U.S. copter - misses 

WASHINGTON (Reuter). - 
Czechoslovak military jet fired 
least two rockets at a U.S. Army 
helicopter over West Germany on 
Saturday but the rockets missed, the 
Defence Department said yester- 
day. 

’ Pentagon spokesman Robert Sims 
said the U.S. had strongly protested 
against the daylight attack. 

He said the attack was without 
warning inside German airspace on 
an AH-lS Cobra helicopter with a 
two-man crew by a Czechoslovak 
L-39 military jet. 

"The U.S. government has pro- 
tested this irresponsible act which 
endangered the lives of the U-S 
crewmen,” Sims said. 

He said the Czechoslovak military 
jet entered West German airspace 
briefly and launched “two to four 
rockets" at the helicopter about one 
or 1.5 kilometres from the Czechos- 
lovak border north of the West Ger- 
man town of Freyung. 

The U.S. helicopter was not hit 
and returned to base safely, Sims 
said. He said the protest was made 
by the U.S. to Czechoslovak officials 
on Monday 


Lagos announces 

economic 

emergency 

LAGOS (Reuter). - Nigerian milit- 
ary president Major-General Ibra- 
him Babangida yesterday declared a 
15-month economic emergency. 

Babangida. who took power in a 
coup just over a month ago, 
announced the move in a broadcast 
marking the 25th anniversary of in- 
dependence from Britain. 

Foreign debt totals about $20 bil- 
lion, much of it in arrears, and the 
country depends on a glutted world 
oil market for 95 per cent of its hard 
currency needs. 

Only debts whose validity was 
beyond question would be repaid, he 
said, and there would be curbs on 
new borrowing. 

Funds would be raised by allowing 
people to open foreign currency 
bank accounts in Nigeria and selling 
off some investments in state-run 
companies and agencies, he said. 

Rice and maize imports would be 
banned with a view to stimulating 
food self-sufficiency. The aim was to 
“turn around the economy and lay a 
solid foundation for a healthier long- 
term development,” Babangida 
said. 


UK Labour 
leaderslaffiis: .

BOURNEMOUTH, England (Reu- 
ter). - British opposition Labour 
Party leader Neil Kim ode yesterday 
criticized left-wing extremists for 
threatening the party’s chances at 
the next general election. 

In an emotive 75-minute speech 
that brought both cheers and catcalls, 
from his 4, 000-strong audience. Kin- 
nock said Labour’s chief priority 
must be to take power. 

He said of his left-wing critics: 
“There are some who say I’m too 
preoccupied with winning.. ..There 
is no need to surrender our socialism 
or to abandon or hide our principles. 
But there is a need to win. " 

Kinnock said Labour needed to 
convince British voters that “our 
idealism is not lunacy” and told 
left-wingers those people who think 
power and principle are in conflict 
only show the shallowness of their 
socialist values. 


Richter, developer of 
quake scale, dies at 85 

PASADENA, California (AP). - 
Charles Richter, the pioneering seis- 
mologist who helped develop the 
Richter Scale to measure the power 
of earthquakes, died on Monday 
after a long battle with heart disease. 
He was 85. 

The scale he devised is a measure 
of ground motion as recorded on 
seismographs. Every increase of one 
number means a ten-fold increase in 
magnitude. 


Feared chemical 
spill paralyzes 
Somali harbour 

MOGADISHU (Reuter), - Hun- 
dreds of people were evacuated from 
areas near Mogadishu harbour Mon- 
day night after the front section of a 
stranded freighter carrying toxic 
chemicals capsized, SomaH officials 
said yesterday. 

Private homes, the central prison 
and hospital were evacuated and all 
business came to a halt. Shops and 
seafront hotels were dosed and the 
British Embassy was shut. 

The government's national tech- 
nical committee said some of the 
chemicals appeared to have leaked 
from the ship into waters off the 
Somali capital.

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SOVIET leader Mikhail Gorbachev 
opens a four-day visit to France 
today, his first visit to the West since 
coming to power. By drawing on 
Paris opposition to space-based 
weapons, he is likely to try to streng- 
then his hand in advance of his 
summit with U.S. President Ronald 
Reagan. 

Many West European politicians 
have expressed unease about 
Reagan's “Star Wars” space defence 
proposal. But France is the only 
major U.S. ally to specifically reject 
Washington's invitation to take part 
in Star Ware research. 

By making France his only sche- 1 
duled Western trip before the 
November talks in Geneva, Gor- 
bachev will help to publicize that the 
European allies are not i/nited on the 
“Strategic Defence Initiative 
(SDI).“ the official name for the 
proposed space-based missile shieljL 
The French, who are not part of 
the North -Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion's military wing and who chart'an 
independent course within the 
alliance, are well aware of Gor- 
bachev’s likely intent. 

“It’s the traditional Soviet objec- 
tive of trying to weaken Western 
Europe by playing on regional rival- 
ries and trying to distance Europe 
from the U.S.” A highly placed 
French government official said in 
an interview. 

“On space weapons, Gorbachev 
hopes to find ammunition in the 
French position to use against 
Reagan at Geneva. Ideally, he wants 
a joint French-Soviet communique 
condemning SDI,” said the official, 
who insisted on anonymity. 

Will President Francois Mitter- 
rand, who despite his Socialist Party 
-> label is the most anti-Communist 
French leader in decades, accommo-' 
date Gorbachev? 

“We don't want to embarrass 
Reagan before Geneva,” the official 
said. “An anti-U.S. campaign is ex- 
cluded. But, on the other hand, we 
have taken a position (on SDI), and 
it would be absurd to change it while 
Gorbachev is here. ” 

Any final Gorbachev-Mitterrand - 
communique will stress France's in- 
dependent position, and there will 
be “no French-Soviet position," he 
said. 

Even if he foils to get what be 
wants from Mitterrand, the 5 4-year- 
old Gorbachev could still score 
points by successfully presenting him- 
self as a youthful - , vigorous leader 
seeking world peace. 

GORBACHEV visited Britain last 
December when he was the Krem- 
lin's No. 2 man. He and his wife 
Raisa charmed many Britons, and 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher 
later said: “We can do business ; 
together." 

Interviews with analysts and dip- 
lomatic sources on the Soviet and 
Western sides indicate that no 
dramatic French-Soviet initiatives 
are likely. 

For Mitterrand, most of the be-

ZVI HAREL was always known for 
beautiful, elegant phrasing and rich 
tone bur also for rather restrained 
interpretations. Now, hearing him 
again after several years, this review- 
er found a different artist - outgoing 
and warm and flexible in tone char- 
acter and volume, tempi and phras- 
ing. Without exaggerating. Zvi 
Harel gave viweious. singing ex- 
pression to all of the three works on 
the programme, which are quite rich 
in emotional elaborations of roman- 
tic ideas. Marina Bonderenko col- 
laborated sensitively with the cellist, 
and, despite the very bright acoustics 
of the refectory, attempted not to 
cover up the lower register of the 
cello - unavoidable perhaps because 
of dense piano scores in all three 
works. 

As for the programme. Schu- 
mann's Sntecke im Volks ton, written 
towards the end of the “Dresden 
period” (1849), is rarely heard in 
concert halls: listening to the artists' 
committed performance one could 
enjoy its richness of changing , moods 
and inexhaustible invention in scin- 
tillating passages. 

ThttT is the first time thar I heard 
the first Sonata for Violin, opus 7S, 
by Brahms played on the cello. 
According to the artist, this version 
was published during the composer s 
lifetime: I could not find any refer- 
ence to it anywhere. Because I know 
the original so intimately, the sud- 
den change to the different sonor- 
ities of the larger instrument may 
have influenced my judgment. De- 
spite Hand's excellent performance. 
I still fcel that the work was com- 
posed for the violin and should be 
left to the masters of this instrument. 

Again. Cesar Franck's famous 
Sonata in A - for generations the 
parade piece for every violinist - is 
being used by flutists and cellists who 
envy their colleagues for possessing 
such a brilliant showpiece lull of 
romantic music and emotional out- 
bursts, Zvi Hard and Marina Bon- 
derenko did all in their power to 
serve the content of the Sonata to the 
fullest, and from this point of view, 
no reservations will be voiced. After 


the turbulent Franck Sonata, which 
left the audience in an excited mood, 
a short piece by Gabriel Faur£ was 
presented as an encore, a well- 
chosen tranquilizer that ended an 
impressive and enriching evening on 
a quiet, meditative note.

Tsahor approached 
the Variations with tense serious- 
ness. but what we experienced was 
hardness and a Lack of flexibility and 
outward movement of musical 
waves. The Variations also suffered 
from a serious lack of continuity;

We could find 
no unifying factor hi the umsic. 

This is also perhaps the moment to 
air one.'s objection to the program- 
me, whose six works seemed hapha- 
zardly chosen.

The percussiveness of Bartok 
seemed the only really impressive 
element in this interpretation. Again 
we felt hardness and a limited range 
of dynamics. Tsahor responded 
rigorously ' but not with discrimina- 
tion to the varieties of textures, we 
had onlv a glimpse of bis lyrical 
capabilities in Schumann, but the 
piece seemed more played over than 
played. Again there was no outward 
movement- 

Liszt's empty Dante sonata con- 
cluded the programme. Though Tsa- 
hor tackled the presumptuous tech- 
nical demands remarkably well as a 
whole, the work left us empty- 
handed. A rather disappointing 
evening.

He raised the question of 
dissident Andrei Sakharov, exiled 
from Moscow to Gorky, at a public 
dinner with Soviet leaders.

“regular” summits, only a Soviet 
return of Mitterrand's 1984 visit to 
Moscow.

TRAPPED under a slab of ceiling in 
a hospital levelled by the Mexican 
capital's great earthquake. Leonar- 
do Ventura Lopez fingered a surgic- 
al knife and thought about killing 
himself. 

“From the beginning. I thought I 
was going to die,” Ventura Lopez 
said from his convalescent bed in a 
militarybospital. “I didn't think they 
were going to get me out.” 

An intern pinned nearby Ventura 
Lopez in the rubble talked him out of 
suicide by telling him to pray and to 
think of his family, and that suicide 
was for cowards. The intern. Jose 
Juan Hernandez Cruz, promised to 
pour him a beer when the ordeal was 
over. 

“I was going to commit suicide bin 
because of him. I didn't," says the 
30-year-old Ventura Lopez. 

Hernandez Cruz was making the 
rounds on the third floor orthopedic 
section of Juarez Hospital on the 
morning of September 19 when the 
great quake measuring 8.1 on the 
RichteT scale reduced the building to 
a mound of rubble. Ventura Lopez 
had undergone leg surgery the nighr 
before. 

"When the accident happened, we 
were left together and the rest died .” 
Ventura Lopez, a carpenter and con- 
struction worker, says. Five doctors 
and four patients were killed instant- 
ly when the ceiling fan crashed down 
on them, he adds. 

The earthquake threw Ventura 
Lopez to the floor and sandwiched 
him between a ceiling panel 5 cm.

above his face and a small chunk of 
mattress underneath him. He and 
Hernandez Cruz were about a metre 
apart, separated by a bed, chunks of 
plaster and beams. 

Before his surgery for osteomyeli- 
tis, Ventura Lopez had found a small 
surgical knife blade and put it on a 
dresser to clean his fingernails. After 
the building’s collapse be found it 
and kept it close bv, contemplating 
suicide. 

Hernandez Cruz, who spent his 
23rd birthday pinned nearby, urged 
faith. "He yelled at me not’to com- 
mit suicide - that was for the last, 
that we would have faith in God. and 
we were going to turn -out all right 
and they were going to rescue us," 
Ventura Lopez recalls. 

The intern also promised. “If we 
get out of this. I'll invite you to my 
house for a beer,” Ventura Lopez 
adds. 

WHEN their months got dry, the 
men pulled foam flora the mattress, 
wet it with urine and drank to avoid 
dehydration. 


Mexican rescue workers heard 
their cries the /Saturday after the 
Thursday quake and called in a team 
of French rescuers who began dig- 
ging a tunnel toward them about 
midnight. 

Hours passed before rescuers 
were able to pass bottles of water-. 
and glucose through the tunnel. The 
French rescuers reached Hernandez 
Cruz just before daybreak Monday. 

"Four or five hours went by and 
they didn't come back.” Ventura 
Lopez says, recalling that be shouted 
but no one answered. “I thought 
they had forgotten me.” 

He did not know that the tunnel 
had collapsed, and rescuers were 
digging others, trying to reach him 
from two new directions. 

He took naps and finally saw the 
lights of rescuers. 

"Every five minutes or even two 
minutes, they talked to me. calling 
me by name." He asked for a cup of 
coffee laced with liquor but got a pint 
of glucose instead. 

“It's delirious. Give me another 
one,” he says he told them. 

Rescuers cut their way through 
the floor about 30 cm. from his head 
and pulled him through a narrow 
tunnel, ending his six days of 
captivity. 

Smiling and relaxed, Ventura 
Lopez says he suffered only scratch- 
es on his back. His leg, in a cast from 
foot to hip. was not injured. He had 
undergone surgery to replace a pin in 
bis thigh and save the bone.

TEL AVIV. - “I like doing business 
in Israel." says Lam' G. Larson, 54. 
president and chief executive officer 
of Recon/Optical, of Illinois, who 
recently took the ■ unprecedented 
step of bringing his entire board of 
directors here for a meeting. The 
directors discussed long-range plans, 
including possible investment in one 
or several local industries, ail in the 
security or allied fields. 

The’ visitors were guests of the 
Elul Group, with whom they have 
done considerable business. They 
were received by Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin, Finance Minister 
Yitzhak Moda'i and Industry Minis- 
ter Ariel Sharon. The factories they 
visited included Tadiran, S cites and 
Rafael. "But don't try to draw any 
investment conclusions from these 
visits. I’m personally well ac- 
quainted with 20 other Israeli 
firms," Larson said. 

Larson received a degree in elec- 
trical engineering from the Universi- 
ty of Minnesota in 1959 and made his 
first contact with Israel through his 
two sons and his daughter. He had 
his own company in California from 
1970 to 1977. "I told ray kids that if I 
ever went public or sold the com- 
pany. I'd take them abroad. Well, in 
] 977 1 did sell out to a large German 
firm, and I asked my chldren: 
‘Where shall we go - the Bahamas, 
Hawaii?’ And ail three - they are 
born-again Christians - said: ‘Let's 
go to Israel, the Holy Land.’ " 

The four came in 1978 and spent 
three enjoyable weeks here, which 
included a meeting with former 
prime minister Menahem Begin. 
One week after they left the country, 
the coastal road bus massacre took 


place. “It did not deter us from 
coming back again and again." 

From 1979 to 1984 Larson headed 
the electro-optics division of Hon- 
eywell. and it was during this time 
that this division did considerable 
business with Israel. 

"Purchases in Israel were about 
$100 million, and we sold to Israel 
goods worth about S3 00m., includ- 
ing high-technology transfers. Both 
we and the Israelis profited from the 
deals." 





Early in 1984 Larson joined 
Recon/Optical, which had bad busi- 
ness relations with Israel for two 
decades. Recon/Optical employs 
1,200 persons and has about SlOOm. 
a year in sales. 

■ What does Larson think of Israeli 
R & D and actual production capabi- 
lities? "Excellent. Some years ago 
we were instrumental in setting up 
Aryt Opticals which now has its own 
subsidiary in the U.S.." he said. 

Another example: Some years ago 
Larson met Dr. Nahman Pun dak, 
who had a small laboratory and was 
making cryogenic coolers. "I needed 
some of his devices, and within one 
year a plant was set up and in pro- 
duction. This was in’ Kibbutz Ein 
Harod.” 

Larson finds that the West Ger- 
mans have tfa.e best engineering 
capabilities in the world. "And I've 
found that in engineering the Israelis

TEL AVIV. - Sales and profits of 
Koor Industries both fell in the first 
six months of 1985 compared to the 
same period last year, the firm 
announces. Moreover, the current 
economic situation and the effect of 
the emergency regulations, which 
have since become law, make it very 
difficult to predict sales and profits 
for the re maining six months of the 
year. 

The freeze on development funds, 
which prevents building new plants 
or expanding old ones, will also have 
effects which will be felt only in the 
future. What seems certain at pre- 
sent is that there will be a drop in 
sales and profits during the second 
half of 1985. - 

In the first half of this year total 
sales (including work projects car- 


ried out) brought in a total of S906 
million (including S259m. in ex- 
ports), which is 6% less than in the 
first six months of 1984. 


Both total sales and revenues fell 
in the first half of 1985, while income 
from exports to Europe suffered due 
to the weakening of currencies 
there. On the otherhand. financing 
costs increased, as did the tax bite. 

According to Koor, net profits for 
the first half of 1985 were $13m., 
compared to $18m. in the same 
period in 1984. However, the 
amounts earmarked for minority 
stockholders (many of Koor’s com- 
panies owned jointly with other 
firms or individuals), were only $5m. 
in the first half of 1985, compared to 
$9m. last year. Thus total net profits 
for Koor came to $8m. in these six 
months, compared to $9m. last year. 


As for the Japanese, their lead- 
ership is in quality and mass produc- 
tion.

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Failure of 2 Canadian banks 
casts pall on financial system 


OTTAWA f Reuter). - The collapse 
of two regional banks has stirred 
intense debate in Canada about the 
health of a financial system long 
considered one of the world’s safest. 

The failures of Alberta-based 
c Canadian Commercial Bank and 
Northland B*nk, the first.in Canada 
since 1923, have led opposition mem- 
bers of parliament and the media to 
accuse the year-old Conservative 
government led by Prime Minister 
Brian Mulroney of incompetence 
and misleading the public. 

The combined assets of the two 
Western Canadian banks totalled 
only about four billion Canadian 
dollars (U.S.S2.9 billion), or about 
one per cent of the 400b. Canadian 
■dollars (U.S.$290b.) in assets held 

- by Canada's 14 domestic banks. - 

The nine-year-old Canadian Com- 

- mercial Bank failed after months of 


losses resulting from a loan portfolio 
heavily concentrated in foe U.S. 
energy industry and real estate in 
economically depressed Western 
Canada. 


Adding to foe controversy are 
accusations that Canadian Commer- 
cial transferred 300 million Cana- 
dian dollars (U.S.$217.5m.) of good 
loan assets to an ailing U.S. subsidi- 
ary just before receiving 25S million 
Canadian dollars (U.S.$ 185m.) 
bailout from foe government in 
March. 


Calgary's Northland Bank experi- 
enced simil ar problems with poor 
loans that it could no longer collect. 
Banking authorities have given it a 
limi ted amount of time to find a 
merger partner, but financial experts 
doubt Northland can be revived.

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Zim has $4.4m. net profit 


By YA’ACOV FRIEDLER 
HAIFA. - The 2im shipping com- 
pany has published its balance sheet 
for the first half of this year, which 
shows results even better than foe 
firm’s own optimistic forecasts. 

During foe period Zim had net 
profits of $4.4 million. This is after 
repaying $25m. in longterm debts; 
$30m. interest on these debts, which 
are now down to S460m.; SI 8m. for 
fleet depreciation and a $4. 4m. book 
loss on foe sale of an old ship. 

The handsome profit compares 
with a $31. lm. loss in the same 


period last year. It comes at a time 
when shipping companies are going 
under world-wide as a result of the 
shipping slump, which is now in its 
tenth year. 

The company's turnover totalled 
$370.3m., a 2.6% increase over last 
year. Expenditures were down 53% 
to S315m. This decrease was due in 
large measure to economies, which 
included trimming the company's 
personnel on shore and on board 
ship. A foil 71 of its 1,200-strong 
shore staff was let go, and 43 of its 
1,600 sailors.

First Sino- American J eep 
launched on Chinese market 


PEKING (Reuter). - A Sino- 
American joint venture recently un- 
veiled China's most up to date vehi- 
cle, when it launched a Detroit- 
designed jeep onto foe Chinese mar- 
ket. 

The Cherokee, a high four-wheel- 
drive Jeep, has been assembled at 
China's largest Jeep factory in South 
Peking, with parts almost entirely 
imported from the American Motors 
Corporation (AMC). 

“We picked this model because 
we wanted foe most up-to-date, with 
four-wheel-drive and low fuel con- 
sumption.” a Chinese official of the 
joint venture, foe Beijing Jeep Corp. 
said. 

Oima is chronically short of vehi- 
cles and' has imported thousands of 
Japanese models to make up foe 
shortfall. 

The gleaming new Cherokees 


dwarfed foe small green Jeeps which 
the factory turns out on its own, in 
size as well as in price. It costs foe 
equivalent of $15,500, against only 
$4,800 for the local model. 

The factory was full of banners 1 
and placards in English and Chinese , 
exhorting the 4,000 workers to new 
achievements. “Time is money; effi- 
ciency is life.” said another. 

Cai Yisong, deputy-director of the 
technical ’department, said output 
this year would be 750, rising to 
40,000 by 1990, of which 10,000 
should be exported to Asia and Afri- 
ca. 

The percentage of local compo- 
nents will rise gradually over the 
next three years, he added. 

’ AMC, foe fourth-1 argest U.S'. 
motor company, owns just over 30% 
of foe joint venture, with an initial 
investment of $16 million in 1983. 


LONDON (AP). - The dollar was 
mixed yesterday in response to con- 
flicting statistics on U.S. construc- 
tion spending. Gold prices fell. 

The U.S. government said in 
Washington yesterday that construc- 
tion spending rose 1.1.% in August, 
but foe government revised July’s 
figures to a decline of 1.0% com- 
pared with a rise of L2% announced 
earlier. 

The dollar declined against the 
West German mark, Swiss franc, 
Dutch guilder and Italian lire. It rose 
against foe French franc and Cana- 
dian dollar, and was unchanged 
against foe British pound. 

A currency dealer in Frankfurt 
said: “The 1.1% rise in August was 
above market expectations, but the 
market paid more attention to foe 
very sharp downward revision in foe 
July figure, that caused a number of 
dollar sales." 

Fear of dollar sales by central 
banks also restrained foe U.S. cur- 
rency, although there were no re- 
ports of intervention in Europe dur- 
ing foe day, dealers said. 

The British pound was unchanged 
at SI, 40575. 

Other late dollar rates, compared 
with late Monday's levels: 2.6480 
West German marks, down from 
2.6750; 2.1827 Swiss francs, down 
from 2.1875; 8.1725 French francs, 
up from 8.1625; 3.0115 Dutch guil- 
ders, down from 3.0195; 1.798.00 
Italian lire, down from 1.807.50; 
1.3720 Canadian dollars, up from 
1.3685. 

Gold was quoted in London at a 
late bid price of $322.00 an ounce, 
down from $325.25 on Monday.

MARKET STATISTICS 


TEL-AVTV. - The share and bond 
markets took up yesterday where 
they had left off on Thursday - with 
sharp rises in all sectors. Volumes 
were slightly lower, but the upward 
trend was plainly dominant. 

The share market was particularly 
strong, with advancing issues almost 
ten times as many as declining ones 
and sectoral gains of as much as 
6.72% in foe investment company 
index. 

Dollar-linked bonds, except the 
“arrangement,” as noted, were out- 
standingly strong, with the long- 
dated Gilboa series advancing by as 
much as 7% in some cases, andfoe 
shorter-dated Adraon and Rimon 
series also gaining smartly. The 
index-linked series managed 3-4% 
rises as well. It is likely that the 
strong showing was at least partly 
connected with the appearance of 
the new Rank Leumi mutual hind, 
Segula. 

Treasury bills broke their one day 
old trading record by registering a 
turnover of IS71.1 billion. Of this 
about half was in the two new bills 
with foe 28-day bill attracting some 
IS30b. and trading at a yield of 
5.53% monthly. 

Today the final figures for the 
pensioners* bank share recycling will 
be known. It is almost certain that 
this factor will continue to exert 
significant influence on all the finan- 
cial markets.

Greece headed for record deficit 


ATHENS (AP). - Greece’s current 
account deficit soared to a record 
$2. 1 billion in foe first seven months 
of this year, matching foe total de- 
ficit for 1984, according to Bank of 
Greece figures published this week. 

Imports rose by 6.3% and exports 
plummetted by 7.9% over foe same 
period, sparking fears the deficit 
would easily top $3b. by the end of 
1985. • 

Earnings from tourism increased, 
but foreign exchange receipts from 
shipping were down according to foe 
centra] bank figures. 

Premier Andreas Papandreou’s 
socialist government had targeted a 
current account deficit below $2b. 
this year. 


Foreign borrowing foT foe seven 
months totalled $ 1.83b., up from 
$1.53 b. for foe same period last 
year. 

One month ago fuel prices, insur- 
ance rates and school fees were 
hiked up and Papandreou warned of 
a winter of austerity, saying Greece 
is foe “only country where exports 
cover less than 50% of imports. ” 

The government is expected to 
announce new, tough economic me- 
asures next month. 

Western economic analysts pre- 
dict cuts in the socialists' index- 
linked wage scale and say import 
restrictions and a devaluation of foe 
Greek drachma are “possible mea- 
sures.”

Terror and the Peace Process 


IT WAS TO BE expected that the air force's bold bombing raid 
on the PLO’s distant headquarters in the outskirts of Tanis 
yesterday morning would trigger an avalanche of denunciations 
and threats of punishment by foes and friends complaining that 
Israel was out to sabotage the peace process. 

So it did. The government of Egypt, charging that Israel had 
committed a “criminal'' act, suspended the planned talks with 
Israeli officials on Taba, as though a resolution of that prickly 
issue was not in Egypt's own interest. The foreign ministers of 
the European Community attacked- the raid as a violation of 
Tunisian sovereignty, and demonstratively invited the 
Jordanian-PLO delegation due to visit London also to come to 
Luxembourg: the Community, it seems, will settle the Middle 
East conflict all by itself, with the delegation. 

Last night the Security Council was called urgently into 
session by the aggrieved Tunisia, and it was a virtual certainty 
that the usual anti-Israel Bacchanalia would be the result. 

But why? Why, asked Premier Shimon Peres, should an 
assault by Israel on the headquarters of terrorist murderers of 
Jews strike a blow at the peace process while the terrorist 
murder of innocent Israeli Jews should not? Why, Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin inquired in effect, need the peace 
process be hurt by Israel's refusal to guarantee immunity from 
retribution to PLO terrorists, and not by the terrorists enjoying 
the safety of sovereign states? 

Sympathy and understanding came to Israel from one 
source. In Washington, spokesmen for the Reagan administra- 
tion described the raid as a perfectly legitimate action of 
punitive self-defence. This American response seemed to 
augur a veto on any council resolution purporting to condemn, 
let alone to penalize, Israel. 

This was not calculated to please King Hussein, although it 
was not the PLO headquarters in Amman that had been 
targeted for Israeli retaliation after the massacre of three Israeli 
civilians by Arafat's Force 17 goons aboard a yacht in Larnaca 
harbour on Yom Kippur. Mr. Peres’s explanation yesterday of 
the decision to spare Amman was that, while Jordan was not 
permitting the PLO terrorists to operate from its soil against 
Israeli targets, Tunisia had allowed Arafat's men, including 
Force 17, to establish an extra-territorial presence on its soil. 

Mr. Rabin was more guarded in his account. The raid had 
been aimed not at the executants of terrorist policy, but at 
policy makers and planners who now reside in Tunisia. But the 
defence minister would not concede immunity to any PLO 
group, anywhere in the world. 

It is no secret, of course, that a small faction in the cabinet, 
led by Ariel Sharon, has favoured hitting - or at least 
threatening to hit - PLO offices in Amman ever since King 
Hussein started playing host to Arafat. The majority of 
ministers opposed the idea, not only in recognition of the 
restraints placed by the Hashemite monarch on the terrorist 
chieftain, but also out of determination to protect the peace 
process. At the same time it was clear to the cabinet that every 
effort should be made to stamp out terrorism, not least when 
employed as an instrument of political warfare. 

On Monday, s tandin g on the' White House lawn. King 
Hussein disclosed that he had just repeated to President 
Reagan his General Assembly condemnation, three days 
earlier, of terrorism, irrespective of its nature and source, as 
well as Jordan's commitment to a peaceful negotiated settle- 
ment of the Arab-Israel conflict. That was a welcome reitera- 
tion of an essentially positive stand. 

But Hussein had evidently neglected to .repeat to the president 
his rejection, in the same UN address, of “the misleading 
attempts by those who equate terrorism with movements of 
national liberation and the right of peoples to resist occupa- 
tion.” 

Such double-talk may be the price of Hussein’s enforced 
collaboration with his newly-found terrorist ally, Yasser Ara- 
fat, in the supposed quest of peace. But in the process of trying 
to legitimize the PLO as a “movement of national liberation'’ 
he may be doing, however unwittingly, no less than Arafat 
himself to shut the door on a peaceful negotiated settlement.

act would aggravate tension in the 
region, it added. 

In Rome, Giuliano Silvestri, 
Christian Democratic member of the 
Chamber of Deputies (lower house) 
Foreign Affairs Commission, said 
such acts of extremism hindered 
Middle East peace efforts. 

In Abu Dhabi, visiting Tunisian 
Planning Minister Ismail Khelil de- 
scribed the raid as “a foolish act 
against a sovereign state." 

Italy last night harshly condemned 
the raid, Israel Radio reported. An 
announcement from Prime Minister 
Betlino Craxi's office likened the 
attack, to terrorist violence" in- 
appropriate fo- i "civilized state." 

Craxi also sent condolences to 
Arafat and the Tunisian prime 
minister. All the Italian parties, even 
those sympathetic to Israel, conde- 
mned the attack, the radio said. 

Radio Moscow condemned rhe 
attack, calling it "another criminal 
action against a sovereign Arab 
state.” 

Condemnation was also voiced by 
Prince Hassan in Amman and Fore- 
ign Minister Taher AI-Masri. who is 
in Washington with Hussein, Petra 
said. 

The Syrian Foreign Minister 
Farouk Al-Shara denounced the raid 
as an "Israeli act of aggression." 
Israel, he said, “has violated interna- 
tional air space and has endangered 
international aviation." 

King Hussein of Jordan de- 
nounced Israel's attack calling it 
organized terrorism aimed at 
weakening chances for peace in the 
Middle East. 

The official Jordanian news agen- 
cy Petra said the King made the 
remarks to his brother Crown Prince 
Hassan by telephone from Washing- 
ton. 


British Foreign Secretary Sir 
Geoffrey Howe deplored the raid. 

He said that while understanding 
the deep feelings of "revulsion and 
anger" in Israel at the recent terror- 
ist attacks. Israel’s actions would 
only have the effect of making the 
search for peace more difficult. 

He added that the British abhorr- 
ence of terrorism is well known but 
“We cannot condone this act of 
retaliation by the Israeli government 
against the sovereign state of Tuni- 
sia.” 
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A key aide to Yasser Arafat said 
the raid was proof that the Israelis 
were “the main obstacle" to peace in 
the Middle East. 

Farouk Kaddoumi, the PLO's 
“foreign minister”, said the Security 
Council probably would be asked to 
consider the raid when it meets on a 
non-aligned request for the 15- 
nation body to deal with “the Middle 
East problem, including the Palesti- 
nian question.” 

The meeting was requested on 
Monday by India following a recom- 
mendation of a foreign ministers’ 
meeting of the 101-member Non- 
Aligned Movement in Luanda, 
Angola, last month. 

Kaddoumi said President 
Reagan’s efforts to encourage direct 
negotiations between Jordan and 
Israel was a "hopeless case.”

THE LATEST onslaught of statis- 
tics describing the plight of the 
wretched poor living below the 
poverty line in Israel is indeed a 
bitter condemnation of "the situa- 
tion in the Zionist State,” but not in 
the accepted sense. 

For the state was planned and 
founded on many premises; one was 
indeed social justice; but there were 
two others of great importance; to 
destroy the haluka system of distri- 
buting charitable contributions in 
line with needs, and to base the 
future, not on philanthropy, but on 
productive work. 

The present campaign focusing on 
the problems of the poor, worthy as 
this cause may be, is in one sense a 
con tinu ation of the haluka system; it 
is also destructive to the productive 
work ideology. 

For the money to help the poor 
must come from somewhere other 
than the government printing-press. 
There are two main sources; help 
from abroad, either as philanthropy 
or eating up investment funds, or by 
imposing still more taxes on the local 
populace. There is a limit to the 
amount of taxes a populace will 
accept before taking one of several 
paths: slowing down the productive 
effort (for the more one earns, the 
more someone else gets), or going 
underground and joining tbe sub- 
terranean economy; or going 
abroad. 

It is not the underpaid who 
account for the most emigrants. It is 
the highly skilled workers, the elec- 
tronics engineers and technicians, 
who can easily find work abroad. 
They say that the second language in 
Silicon Valley is Hebrew. 

Before discussing the latter three 
factors, it might be well to e xamin e 
the statistical data. The National 
Insurance Institute recently stated 
that the number of those living be- 
low the poverty line had increased by 
25 per cent in the last year to stand at 

267.000 (including 121,000 chil- 
dren); this huge 25 per cent increase 
is a terrible indictment until we recall 
that one year ago the NU said that 

500.000 or almost twice that num- 
ber, were living below the poverty 
line. But tbe Nil was under different 
management- then. Evidently, the 
poverty line changes with manage- 
ment, not with facts. 

And these statistics are seriously 
flawecK in other ways, for they are 
based on facts reported to the au- 
thorities. If one-third of the eco- 
nomy is underground, as the His tad- 
rut claims, then a lot of foots (i.e., 
income) are not reported, either 


deliberately cr otherwise. . 

These reports carry an unvoiced 
condemnation that the rich are get- 
ting richer and the poor are getting 
poorer, and that the well-to-do are 
ripping off the poor. Therefore to 
restore social justice, the tax burden 
must be increased, for the upper 
income brackets are not carrying 
their full share. 

Who are the culprits? 

. Despite popular belief, much un- 
reported income cannot be found m 
the upper income brackets - 
although creative certified public 
accountants can work wonders when 
filing income tax reports - for the 
upper income echelons are under 
constant observation. Moreover, if 

40,000 citizens haven't opened files 
with the income tax authorities, then 
the tax dodgers are spread over a 
vast section of the population. Many 
in the lower and medium income 

strata must have abstained from de- 
claring all or part of their incomes. 

We can bring evidence for this 
from another angle. 

At one time the culprits, the ex- 
ploiters of the masses, were believed 
to be the whiskey-drinking, cigar- 
smoking capitalists. But who are our 
business leaders today? They in- 
clude such personalities as 
Yeshayahu Gavish, head of Koor; 
Yoram Ziv, head of Israel Chemic- 
als; Eli Hurvitz, head of Teva Phar- 
maceuticals (and president of the 
Manufacturers Association). Does 
anyone consider them “capitalists" 
exploiting the working people, forc- 
ing them to live in poverty? If so, it 
must be remembered that Koor is a 
Histadrut enterprise; Israel Chemic- 
als belongs to the government; and 
athough Teva might be a private 
enterprise, its shares are traded on 
the Stock Market, and the com- 
pany's activities are open to public 
scrutiny - as are those of both Koor 
and Israel Chemicals. And the slo- 
gan these three men have in common 
is the phrase “profit is not a dirty 
word - it is a measure of efficiency.” 


ONE THIRD of the economy is 
directly in the hands of the govern- 
ment and the government com- 
panies, and these have an enormous 
influence on another one third. 
When the government, which runs 
such companies as the Israel Aircraft 
Industries, cuts back on its orders, 
shock waves run through all private 
industries. And another quarter of 
the economy is in the hands of the 
Histadrut (or Hevrat Ovdim, its 
holding company), and the Histad- 
rut influences another quarter. In 
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Petra said Hussein told Hassan; 
“Jordan has always been against 
international terrorism, whatever its 
source. 

‘Today's Israel aggression on 
sisterly Tunisia is another link in a 
chain of organized terrorism by 
Israel inside and outside the occu- 
pied territory. 

“The aim of today's aggression by 
Israel was to weaken the chances of 
real and comprehensive peace in the 
region on the basis of right and ; 
justice,” the king added, according 
to Petra. 

Hussein asked Hassan to convey 
to Tunisian President Habib Bour- 
guiba and other Tunisian leaders his 
condemnation of the Israel action 
and Jordan's solidarity with Tunisia. 

Saudi Arabia called on the big 
powers to halt economic, political 
and military assistance to Israel.

That sort of thing did not 
do the Arabs - or the then British 
Empire - any good, but Israel lost 
the floweT of its youth in its War of 
Independence. The Arab arsenal 
was mainly, and not incidentally, 
British.

assumed that at least three-quarters 
of the economy is "controlled." Are 
the government and the Histadrut 
exploiting, the workers and evading 
income taxes? 

So, who are today's predatory 
culprits, who are ripping off others 
and avoiding income taxes? The 
blame has lately been subtly shifted 
from the business leaders to another 
sector of the economy, the so-called 
self-employed. 

There are an estimated 200,000 
such self-employed in the country 
today. If we assume that all are 
dishonest - and this is a gross exag- 
geration for some must be yekkies, 
who are scrupulously honest - then a 
strange situation emerges. They are 
responsible for the entire under- 
ground economy. But this is impossi- 
ble.^ noted (and even taking sta- 
tistical error into account), at least 
three-quarters of the economy is in 
the hands of the government and the 
Histadrut, so the self-employed 
must have less than one fourth. 

Who are the other tax-dodging 
culprits? Some must be Histadrut 
and government (direct or indirect) 
workers moonlighting on their jobs. 
How many Kupat Holim Clalit and 
government doctors have private 
practices on the side? 

All the reports on poverty, despite 
their subtle condemnations, refuse 
to pinpoint the "upper echelons who 
earn so much money.” It would be 
interesting to learn how many of 
them are “socialists,” members of 
the Histadrut, and government offi- 
cials who have other incomes. 

Does the foot that a person makes 
a lot of money mean that he is 
depriving someone else of his fair 
share? In the good old days when 
Elsdnt was making money, it paid its 
workers top wages - so much , in foot . 
that the government indusnies were 
wailing that they were losing their 
best men. 

But are the “bosses," whoever 
they may be, ripping off the poor, or 
are the poor ripping off their bosses? 
This is a moot question. 
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ACCORDING to the Productivity 
Institute, the “gross domestic pro- 
duct” per civilian employee in Israel 
lags for behind that of his counter- 
part in Switzerland, the U.S., Cana- 
da, West Germany, Sweden, Japan 
and England. Only Italian workers 
produce less. But the Italian figures 
are suspect, for that country is 
known for its- faulty statistical 
methods. 

The same Productivity Institute 
report shows that productivity in 
Israel is rising slowly; cost per labour 
unit is rising swiftly. 

True, the Israeli worker gets paid 
less than, his foreign counterpart. 
But this does not tell the entire story, 
for according to a survey made by 
Polgat textiles, comparing the cost erf 
a worker in England to one in Israel, 
the latter costs his employer much 
more - yet his take-home pay is 
much less since huge sums are de- 
ducted as income tax or set aside for 
social benefits. Yet, after a life-time 
of paying such social benefits, the 
worker goes on pension at the pover- 
ty line level in many cases. If he falls 


ill with a chronic ailment, he is 
treated as a pariah. What happened 
to all those deductions made to make 
his last years bearable? . 

In most cases the government and 
the Histadrut (in one form or 
another) were the employers of 
these persons. Only a few short 
months ago the Histadrut was charg- 
ing the government with paying its 
retired civil servants insufficient 
pensions. 

There are other charges to be laid 
against the government, for it is 
responsible for a great deal of ex- 
ploitation of the wage earners, both 
in time and money. It allows em- 
ployees of the government-owned 
Israel Electric Corporation, for ex- 
ample, to use unlimited electricity - 
for which the tax-paver has to foot 
the bill. Its Postal Services deliver a 
letter at best in one week - not in one 
day - leading to the emergence of 
private delivery companies who 
charge high fees for a service the 
government should perform. And 25 
of the 120 Knesset members are 
ministers - a financial burden few 
rich countries can afford, and cer- 
tainly not one living on foreign hand- 
outs. The civil services are bloated - 
and again the tax-payer must foot 
the bill. 

The government has allowed a 
strange situation to develop in 
Israel. Take-home pay increases 
(until the recent near collapse of the 
economy, at least) were based on 
consumer buying pressures. If the 
cost of fruits and vegetables rose by a 
huge percentage, consumers did not 
stop buying, since they knew the 
higher prices would be covered 
eventually by a cost-of-living allo- 
wance. The greater consumer press- 
ure, the greater the allowance. 

No one thought of publishing a 
monthly productivity index: then, 
the public could see that although 
real wages were rising, productivity 
was falling. Perhaps take-home pay 
should .be based on production, not 
on one’s appetite. 


THERE ARE two bottom lines to 
this article. The first is that although 
those living under the poverty line 
should not be neglected, increasing 
attention must be focused cm in- 


creasing productivity, for productiv- 
ity will provide the funds to pay 
benefits to the lower classes and 
provide adequate pensions. And one 
way to increase output is to lower 
taxes on the productive sector, much 
more than the small steps already 
taken. 

.Take-home pay in the productive 
sectors must be increased so much 
that there will be a flow of workers 
from the services into the productive 
field. The present situation where 
two “service” workers live off the-, 
sweat (some work in very air- 
conditioned factories) of one pro- 
ductive worker must be reversed. 
Fewer dvil servants means fewer 
income tax deductions. There has 
been much talk in government cir- 
cles of firing dvil servants: little has 
been done. 

The second bottom line is just as 
important. Recently we witnessed a 
meeting in Jerusalem of the Task 
Force. It is a new concept. Local 
businessmen are trying to attract 
foreign businessmen to invest in 
Israel. There was no talk of "philan- 
thropic or benign investments." but 
of profitable investments. At ihe 
same time the press was full of 
stories of the unfortunate poor; it 
was said that the well-to-do should 
be forced to pay more taxes. 

Any foreign businessman could ' 
draw only one conclusion: if I invest 
in Israel and make a profit. I will 
eventually (after (he brief period of 
tax benefits) become a target of 
higher and higher taxes. Any invest- 
ment I make here can only be philan- 
thropic. I might as well donate a 
university wing or a hospital ward 
and have my name on the wall. 

Instead of telling potential foreign 
investors, "Look at these figures, a 
lot of people can make a little for- 
tune in Israel, jump in and join 
them," the foreigners were told: “If 
you make a dime, we want our 
share." 

Just as unfortunate is the fact that 
a foreign businessman who made a 
million dollars abroad is wined and 
dined in Israel; an Israeli who has 
done the same is reviled as an exploi- 
ter.
